@: When you give 
moviemakers advice about 
dinosaur special effects, do you 
have to fight to make sure the 
dinosaurs are right? 

A: No. The real surprise is that 
it’s the other way around.

Is blood red or blue? 
When you look at your 
veins through your skin, 
it looks blue.

Both. Half the time it’s purplish 
blue, half the time it’s red. 
Here’s why: 

Your body tissues need oxygen 
to work and grow. When the 
tissues have used up the oxygen, 
carbon dioxide is left over. It’s 
like trash that your body needs 
to dump. The red blood cells 
carry oxygen to your body tissues 
and pick up carbon dioxide 
from them. 

Think of red blood cells as little 
pizza delivery men. They deliver 
pizzas—oxygen—to your body 
tissues and wait around while the 
tissues eat. Then the red blood 
cells take the empty pizza boxes— 
carbon dioxide—away. 

When your blood is full of 
oxygen (after passing through the 
lungs), it’s bright red. After it 
delivers the oxygen to the body 
tissues and picks up the carbon 
dioxide, it turns purplish blue. 

So, the blood you see through 
your skin is purplish blue. But if 
you get cut, that blood comes into 
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contact with oxygen in the air 
and turns red, pronto. 


Why does soda fizz?

Because if it didn’t, it’d just be 
flavored sugar water. The fizz is 
what makes soda pop! |

tonics, and they 
weren't that 
great.

A little later 
druggists 
started adding 
carbonated 
water (water 
containing tiny 
carbon dioxide air 
bubbles) to tonics because 
people thought it was good for 
you. 

Also, using carbonated water 
keeps soda from spoiling, so 
druggists could bottle it instead of 
mixing it up fresh each time. So 
basically, it’s the carbon dioxide 
(an odorless, colorless gas) in the 
water that makes soda fizz, bubble 
and tickle your nose. It’s also what 
makes you burp.

short.) When the oxygen in the 
air hits the poly oxi, it makes a 
brown mushy spot on the fruit. 
This is called oxidation. 

Oxidation happens when 
oxygen mixes with another 
substance and causes a change. 
For example, oxidation makes 
nails rusty. 

It also turns food in your body 
into carbon dioxide, water and 
energy. Unfortunately, it turns 
bananas into brown 
slimy messes.
